A farmer at Empress, Alberta, which is in an ar¬ 
ea where drought strikes about as often as anywhere 
in the Prairie Provinces, suggests that fanners in dry 
areas should become soil and water-minded, and that, 
instead of waiting for governments to build irrigation 
projects, they should set to work to conserve every bif. 
of run-off on their fanns and ranches in an effort to 
stabilize their own operations. 

The farmer’s name is Henry Dosch. and he has 
been farming at Empress for 40 years. Recently he 
wrote in Farm and Ranch Review the story of how he 
built three connected dams to save the water which 
would otherwise have nm to waste. Using these dams 
and dikes, water can be supplied fairly regularly to 
20 acres, and in years of big run-off, dikes help to 
flood other areas. Besides supplying water for domes¬ 
tic purposes and the farmstead and garden, Mr. Dosch 
grows enough feed for some cattle and finds that he 
has stabilized his enterprise surprisingly well. Along 
with contour farming, the water conservation on this 
individual farm has repaid all the outlay of effort and 
money. Mr. Dosch says it can be done almost any¬ 
where. Do it yourself, says Mr. Dosch. From his ex¬ 
perience, he say*’ -* 

“We can create a water-table, in many cases, 
where there is none today and can raise enough good 
feed for our cattle in this dry area by dyking the fair¬ 
ly level parts of our land. Then using the water run¬ 
off in the spring, thus assuring at least one crop of 
oats or alfalfa hay. In two generations we farmers 
could make this Palliser Triangle into an Eldorado if 
we only had the will and courage to save what we have 
got of water and soil resources, and quit chasing the 
elusive silver dollar, which brings no security nor con¬ 
tentment.” 

There are millions upon millions of acres in th<? 
Palliser Triangle which can never be touched by large- 
scale irrigation projects. But there are very few farms 
where something cannot be done with dams and dug- 
outs and dikes to conserve water to use for domestic 
purposes, for raising a garden and some feed for the 
farm livestock. The Dosch plan can do much to change 
the face of the West’s so-called dry area.

The confusion that so” often results from this habit is 
illustrated nicely in a story we came across in a news¬ 
paper the other \lay. 

A plumber wrote to the Bureau of Standards in 
Washington for some advice. He had discovered that 
hydrochloric acid worked wonders in clogged drains 
but he wanted to know if it was safe to use. 

His letter brought the following reply from one 
of the bureau’s experts: “The efficiency of hydrochlor-. 
ic acid is indisputable, but the corrosive residue is in¬ 
compatible with metallic permanence.” 

The plumber wrote back to thank the bureau for 
letting him know his method was okay. 

This so upset the federal scientist that he consult¬ 
ed his immediate superior, who in turn wrote the 
plumber: “We cannot assume responsibility for the 
production of toxic and noxious residue with hydro¬ 
chloric acid and suggest you use an alternative proce¬ 
dure.” 

Again, the plumber replied he was glad to know 
the bureau approved of hydrochloric acid. This time 
the two scientists appealed to the head of the bureau. 
He? closed the file by dictating this: “Don’t use hydro¬ 
chloric acid. It eats holes in the pipes.” 

You can see what happened. The two scientists 
just couldn’t discard the jargon of their roles. The 
third man could, which may well explain why he was 
their senior. If the scientists had been at home and 
seen their wives pouring hydrochloric acid down the 
sink, their language wa*ild undoubtedly have been 
much more to the point. For when we come off our 
little stages and get among those who know us too well 
to be hoodwinked by our acting- we become ourselves 
and talk naturally, simply and directly. 

Language is the vehicle of thought. Its object is 
to move thought from one place to another—from our

Instructions To Proprietary Electors In A County 

A poll may be demanded in a County by a demand 
signed by five proprietary electors of each of at least 
twenty per cent of the districts in the County. 

Every demand for a poll must be delivered to the 
Secretary of the County or, in his absence, to the 
Chairman of the Council within Fifteen days after the 
date of posting or of the last publication in a news¬ 
paper of this notice.
